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INTRODUCTION. 


HE open Difference be- 
teen the Chevalier de 
Fr. George and the Princeſs 
Jobieski his Wife, has 
made as much Noiſe in 
the World as any Affair 
| poſſibly could ; while at 
the ſame Time the Reaſons of it ate 
| known to very few. The Opportunity 
I had of being inform'd of ſeveral Parti- 
culars by a Friend at Rome, will perhaps 
enable me to ſer this Affair in a better 
Light than it has hitherto been. 
Immediately upon the Princeſs's Reti- 
ting into the Nunnery of the Benedictine 
Nuns of St. Cæcilia, ſhe wrote a Letter to 
the Pope, and another to Cardinal Pa- 
lucci, Secretary of State, to give em No- 
tice of it; and to inform em, that her Rea- 
ſon for ſo doing was, becauſe the Cheva- 
lier had appointed the Earl of Dunbar (as 
%%% they 
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they call him there} who is a Proteſtant, - 
Governour to their eldeſt Son ; by which 


his Religion was endanger d, and hereti- 
cal Notions might be 'infus'd into him. 
This was a very ſpeeious Pretence, and 
made her more grateful to the zealous 
Catholicks : While on the other hand, 
ſome of thoſe deluded Wretches who ſtill 
call themſelyes Proteſtants, and yet court 
a Popiſh Government, laid hold of this 
Opportunity to perſuade others as blind as 
themſelves, that the Chevalier did not de- 


ſign to make any Alteration in our Reli · 


gion; and the better to prevent it, was 
breeding up his eldeſt Son and Heir a Pro- 
teſtant. Thus were both theſe Proceedings 
cloak'd under the ſpecious Name of Re- 
ligion. But this is ſo, far from being Fact, 
that his preſent Præceptor, Mr. SHerit 

is a moſt rigid Papiſt; and we ſhall find 
by the following Account, that adulterous 
Love, and Jealouſy, were the only Mo- 
tives that induced the Princeſs to take 
this extraordinary Step. * 
In the late Queen's Time there was

means of the Earl of Mar when he was 
in Scotland, and has ever ſince followed 


his Fortune. This Gentleman married a

mount in Scotland, a handſome Woman ; 
but ambitious, and of an enterpriſing 
Spirit. The Chevalier ſoon became ena- 
mour'd of her, and ſhe was of a Temper 
to ſacrifice every thing to her Ambition; 
ſo that it was not very long before the 


Lord and Lady Mar were driven from 


Court, to make room for theſe new Fa- 
vourites. The Colonel was made Prime 
Miniſter ; no body cou d be introduced to 
an Audience, but by his means; no Coun- 
cil was put in Execution till he had firſt 
approyd it; and, in ſhort, he govern d 


the Chevalier and his whole Court in a 


moſt abſolute manner. At the ſame Time 
his Wife was made firſt Lady of Honour to 
the Princeſs. There are very few of the 
Fair Sex who can bear a Rival; much leſs 
could the Princeſs Sobieski, who is na- 
turally very jealous, and has always been 
ready to liſten to every little Tale that 


was told her of her Husband. At firſt, 


when they were married, they appear d 
very fond, and were reckon'd a happy 
Couple; but Coldneſs ſoon ſucceeded, 
Which at laſt grew into downright Ha- 
tred; and for three Vears paſt they have 
lived very miſerably together, being ſome 
times whole Months without ſpeaking 
to each other. The Princeſs having uſed 
her urmoſt Endeavours to get this 1

nd diſcarded, 
was at laſt adviſed by ſome of her Friends 
to have recourſe to Stratagem; and it 
was propoſed that Col, Hay ſhould be 
created Earl of Inverneſs, and that his 
Lady ſhould be ſent to manage the Pre- 
renders Affairs in Scotland, as being the 
moſt capable of doing him Service there. 
The Scheme ſucceeded, and the new Coun- 
reſs joyfully accepted the Commiſſion, 
and by way of France came into England. 
She had given Norice of her coming to' 
her Friends at London ; bur ſhe met with 
no Civility, but from the Miniſtry. They 


had ſent a Meſſenger, who immediately 


upon her Landing received her at Dover, 
and conducted her ſafe ro Town, and a 


Lodging ' ſuitable to her Quality was 


provided for her in Newgate ; however, 
ſhe felt the wonted Clemency of his Ma- 
jeſty, and was ſoon after ſer at Liberty. 
This Accident had broken all her Mea- 
ſures, ſo thar ſhe was obliged to return 
ro Rome; where ſhe became a greater Fa- 
vourite if poſſible than ever: And. the 
Chevalier's eldeſt Son being now Five 
Years old, ſhe prevailed upon him to take 
him out of the Hands of Women; to ſend 
for her Brother, Mr. Murray, out of 
Scotland, to create him Earl of Dunbar, 
and to appoint him Goyernor to his Son :

which he accordingly did. This Mr. 
Murray was one of the Commiſſioners for 


ſettling. the Commerce betwixt England 


and France at the Treaty of 8 and 
a Member of the late Queen's Parliament. 
Upon his Arrival and Preferment, the 
Princeſs Sobiesti grew outragious : She 
ſent to threaten the Chevalier, that ſhe 
would retire if he did not remove her 
Son's Governour ; not becauſe he was a 
Proteſtant, but Mrs. Hays Brother. The 
Chevalier ſoon ſhewed which of the Two 


he had the moſt Value for. However, the 


better to colour his Proceedings, he at 
that Time wrote the Two Letters to her 
which are printed at the End of his 
Memorial. The Princeſs continued firm 
in her Purpoſe, and retired ; ſince when 
ſhe has charged him with divers other 
Intrigues beſides this. I will not poſi- 
tively aſſert what I am now going to ſay ; 
but J am credibly inform d, that ſhe has 
accuſed him of Intrigues with common 
Women, and bringing their Diſeaſes home 
to her; and that he has writ to ſome of 
his Friends in theſe Parts, to juſtify him- 
ſelf from that Aſperſion, and to inſinuate 
that he thought his Wife a little too in- 


timate with Madam HHeldon, and ſome
